Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative traversed the alleged inherency regarding 
the step of selecting which surface of the leaf is visible when viewed from the visible side of the stacked broad leaf 
stem, stating that this claim limitation requires a concious selection which applicant's representative opined was not 
necessarily present in the prior art reference. The examiner respectfully disagreed with this assertion and maintained 
that the manufacture must necessarily make a selection as to which side is visible when assembling the arrangement 
of the prior art reference. Applicant's representative further addressed the declaration received 12/13/2006. 
Applicant's representative asserted that paragraph 9 of the declaration establishes a nexus between the commercial 
success and the step of selecting the viewable side of the leaf. The examiner respectfully disagreed with this assertion 
and maintained that paragraph 9 of the declaration attributes the commercial success of the invention to the colorful 
designs, since the declaration clearly states in paragraph 9, "The increase in sales are. ..due to the invention of the 
colorful design achievable by selecting which surface should be visible". This quotation shows that the colorful design 
that may be achieved by the selecting step attributes to the commercial success, however the statement is open ended 
such that the colorful design may be achieved by some other means. Furthermore, the examiner asserted that 
paragraph 10 further defines the link between the aesthetics of the product and its commercial success. The examiner 
maintained that for these reasons, and others, the declaration does not show strong enough objective evidence of 
unobviousness to eclipse the evidence in favor of the applied prima facie case . 
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
